Smartweed for Tanning Furposes,

A writer in the St. Louis Globe
Democrat is enthusiastio over the dis-
covery that a variety of the emartweed
which grows wild in Missouri in suoh
profussion a4 to be a nuisance, surpasses
bark in 1ts taoning qualitics. As its
only cost is that resulting from the labor
of cutting and stacking it, say 5 a ton
while bark costs in that State $112 per
ton, it ie argued that hereafter willions
of hides will annually be made into
leather in the West instead of bewng
sent to the Bastern States to be tanned.
which involves the expease of trauspor-
tation both ways for the leather con-
sumed in the West besides payiog the
Eastern capitalistss aod mechauics for
work which could just as well be done
at home, It is said that this plant
yields at least 10 per cent. of tunovie
acid—an apalysis by the Nebraska
State chemist gives nearly 22 per cent]
from the root aed 17 to 10 per_caat,
from the plant—hemlock and oak bark
yielding from 11 to 13 per cent. But
even if the results stated by the Ne-
braska chewist are correet, it dons not
follow that this weod will make as good
|eather a5 bark. Tuoere are peculiar
properties for muakiog good leather
foun! in burk that, so far as is generally
known, have never been equaled in any
other material. More or less tanaic
acid is fround in almost every plant that
grows, and in some the precentage of
tenning 18 as high as from 44 to 50 per
cent. Yet the leather produced by the
use of these plants has never cowe into
fuvor, and that made from some of them
is not only bad in eolor and delective io
other respects, but is liable to return to
a condition very like that of raw hide,
which is not the case with bark-tavoed
lenther, The Globe Democrat corres-
pondent says, Lowever, thut setual ex-
periment has shown thut leathar of bet-
ter quality than bark-tanned leather can
be made with this weed in filteen days
less time, and that one ton of the plant
will tau 400 pounds of leather, while
the same weight of bark will produce
but 175 pounds
